HAVANA, Nov. 8.—Twenty-four 
persons were killed today in a re- 
yolt against the Grau San’ Martin 
Government. The revolt apparently 


was pyt down after six and one- 
half hours of fighting, which in- 
cluded an unsuccessful attack on 
the presidential] palace, 


Fifty persons were wounded, 


ost of them soldiers, as the spec- 


lator movement was beaten back 
y the army and then developed 
into spasmodic firing. which threw 
uplown Havana into a panic. 

Eight dead and six wounded sol- 
iers were in the military hospital, 
hile two dead seldiers and other 
rounded were in the emergency 
Ospital and other institutions in 
he uptown and suburban districts. 

Fierce Attack on Palace. 

Shouting crowds which poured 
into the streets when the apparent 
Grau victory became Known fied 
terror-stricken during the urisuc- 
cessful and bloodless attack on the 
palace during which hundreds of 
shots were fired, 

The A B C Secret Society admit- 
ted defeat but held the tenth and 
fifth police stations for a time. At 
the tenth police station hundreds of 
ebels barricaded themselves. <A 10- 
inute cannonading with light field 
pieces was necessary to dislodge 
them. 

Anti-aircraft guns at the presi- 
dential palace again went into ac- 
lion when an army airplane, pre- 
sumably commandeered by rebels, 
swooped around the building. The 
flyer fired from his own machine 
guns and the Joyal guards, erouched 
behind sandbags, fired back. 

The A B C, among the most ac- 
tive in the revolt, joined with army

SON OF SENATOR COUZENS 
ELECTED MAYOR OF DETROIT 


Gets Office Father Once Held; 
Ford’s Second Cousin Wins 
in Dearborn.

DETROIT, Nov.:8.—Frank Cou- 
zens, 31-year-old son of United 
State Senator James Couzens, was 
elected Mayor of Detroit yesterday. 
Couzens polled 140,778 votes. Philip 
Breitmeyer, his opponent, received 
76,006. The contest was waged on 
a non-partisan basis. : 

Couzens, who was acting Mayor 
after the appointment of Mayor 
Frank Murphy to the governor- 
generalship of the Philippine Is- 
lands, will occupy the office held by 
his father, many years ago. 

In suburban Dearborn, Mayor 
Clyde Ford, a second cousin of 
‘Henry Ford, was re-elected, defeat- 
ing David Jones, who ran on a 
platform pledging himself to end 
what he considered Ford Motor Co. 
influence in the suburb’s politics. 
Mayor Ford polled 7926 votes to 
Jones’ 3986. 

Detroit also voted for a subway 
to cost $87,000,000, to be constructed 
with Federal funds, and for the cre- 
ation of a port of Detroit District.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 8.—Senate 

stock market investigators said to- 

day the Chase National Bank has 


submitted evidence showing loans 
of several hundred thousand dol- 
lars to Alfred E. Smith and other 
participants in a-syndicate stock 
account shortly after the market 
collapse of i929. 

Other participants included John 
J. Raskob, who was chairman of 
the Democratic National Committee 
when Smith was the party’s presi- 
dential candidate, and Arthur Leh- 
man, brother of Gov. Lehman of 
New York, a member of the Investi- 
gating Committee said. a! 

The evidence submitted by the 
bank did not give any of the details 
of the transaction or show clearly 
the stocks in which the syndicate 
was operating. 

It indicated, however, that a loan 
of $336,000 was made to the group 
in November, 1929 and was subse- 
quently enlarged. 

According to the evidence, a 
large balance still was outstanding 
when the records were submitted to 
the committee. 

Committee members said the list 
of syndicate participants also in- 
cluded the name of Norman H. Da- 
vis, American Ambassador-at-large. 

If the evidence is placed in the 
committee record it will be the first 
time that Smith has figured in the 
stock market inquiry, though the 
names of the others have figured 
several times in the past. 


NEW YORK STOCK PRICES 
UP $1 TO $5 ON LATE RALLY 


Upturn Accompanies Sharp Depre- 
ciation of Dollar Abroad; In- 
dustrials Lead Advance.

NEW YORK, Nov 8.—An active 
rally swept over the Stock Ex- 


change during the last hour today, 
lifting prices from $1 to more than 
$5. Commodities also were strong, 
wheat at Chicago closing with net 
gains of 1%@2%c a bushel. 

Heavy depreciation of the dollar 
as measured against foreign cur- 
rencies, especially the British 
pound and the French franc, ap- 
peared to be the cause of the rally. 
Industrial stocks and a few miscel- 
laneous issues, including American 
Telephone, led the advance in 
shares. Closing prices were around 
the highs and sales totaled about 
1,800,000 shares.

PRESIDENT PLANS 
TO GIVE 1085 10 
£000,000 MEN 


Announces Expansion of 
Federal Relief Program 
and Will Form Civil 
Works Administration. 


$400,000,000 UND 
TO BE AVAILABLE 


2,000,000 to Be Given 
Work by Middle of No- 
vember and as Many 


More in December. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 8.—The 
Federal relief activities were or- 


dered expanded today by President 
Roosevelt in an effort to give em- 
ployment by Dec. 15 to 4,000,000 
men now out of work. 

For this purpose, he made avail- 
able $400,000,000 of public works 
funds. It will be used by a newly 
created Civil Works Administra- 
tion headed by Harry L. Hopkins, 
the Emergency Relief Administra- 
tor. 

A White House statement said 
President Roosevelt intended 
2,000,000 to become “self-ustaining 
employes on Federal, state and 'o- 
cul public projects” “by Nov. 16 
and that these men “will be taken 
completely off the relief rolls.” 

“An additional 2,000,000,” the 
White House added, “will be put to 
work as soon thereafter as possi- 
ble.” 

Hopkins told newspaper men the 
initial plan for the 2,000,000 was 
designed to take t.vo-thirds of the 
persons now on relief rolls off of 
charity and put*them to work at a 
living wage. 

The type of projects that can be 
considered, Hopkins said, include 
pest control, parks and play- 
grounds, sanitation, highways, wa- 
ter supply, general public improve- 
ments and the extension aiid répair 
of public utilities and public build- 


ange. 
‘The White House statement said 
in part: 

“The 2,000,000 men comprise those 
now on work relief provided by lo- 
cal relief administrations operating 
under the state and Federa] Emer- 
gency Relief Administrations. These 
will immediately be placed on regu- 
lar pay at the hourly rates prevail- 
ing for similar work in the commu- 
nity. The program contemplates a 
30-hour week for the workers. 

“Work relief divisions of the ex- 
isting state and local emergency 
unemployment relief administra- 
tions will be modified to perform 
the expanded employment activities 
and will be known as civil works 
divisions. 


Fundamental Change. 


“Creation of the new agency con- 

stitutes a fundamental change in 
the Federal program to deal with 
unemployment aspects of the de- 
pression. It will remove from the 
relief rolls a major portion of those 
receiving the necessities of life on 
the basis of public aid and place 
them on regular employment. It is 
designed tu remove from relief all 
employable persons. Those hired by 
the Civil Works Administration will 
benefit by an immediate increase 
in income over their former relief 
allowances. 
“The projects on which the 
workers will be used will include 
not only the type on which work- 
relief is now being given, but also 
a wide range of employment in ac- 
tivities bordering on but not cov- 
ered in the province of the Public 
Works Administration. This ex- 
panded field will enable the local 
civil works divisions to undertake 
considerably more construction and 
to use greater quantities of con- 
struction materials. Work relief 
has been limited almost entirely to 
work involving a minimum of ma- 
terials, since expenditure of emer- 
gency relief funds under this meth- 
od was necessarily confined to re- 
lief allowances in the form of 
work-relief wages.”’ 


Federal Government Takes Over 
Relief in Kentucky, 
By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 8 — The 
responsibility for the entire relief 
program in Kentucky was taken 
over last night by the Federal Re. 
lief Administration. President 
Roosevelt at the request of Gov. 
Laffoon of Kentucky — authorized 
Harry L. Hopkins, Federal Relief 
Administrator, to assume complete 
control. 
Hopkins announced that on the 
recommendation of Howard O. 
Hunter, legal representative of the 
administration, he had appointed 
Thornton Wilcox, Director of Pub- 
lic Welfare in Louisville, to succeed 
Harper Gatton of Madisonville as 
State Relief Administrator.

La Guardia Wins Every Borough. 

Outstanding in the election was 
the failure of John H. McCooey, 
Democratic boss of Brooklyn, to 
carry his own election district; the 
overwhelming defeat of Ferdinand 
Pecora, nationally known Senate 
Banking Committee counsel and 
McKee candidate for New York 
County District Attorney, and La 
Guardia’s sweeping victory in every 


borough of the Bronx, and the Tam- 
many stronghold of Manhattan. 
Tammany’s sole victory of city- 
wide importance was won by Sam- 
uel Levy, who retained the presi- 
dency of the Borough of Manhat- 
tan and gave Tammany its three 


The election was accompanied by 
a liberal use of blackjacks, lead 
pipe, bricks, knives and hob-nailed 
boots. The vote was the largest in 
any New York City election—near- 
ly 2,100,000 of the 2,300,000 regis- 
tered voters.

1 KILLED IN KENTUCKY 
ELECTION DAY AFFRAYS 


Five of the Fatalities in Two 
Counties—Several Wounded 
in Fights.

PRESTONSBURG, Ky., Nov. 8.— 

Reports of five election day killings 

in Floyd and Knott counties were 


received here today, raising the 
number of such killings in Ken- 
tucky to 15. 

Two men were shot to death, an- 

other was stabbed and three others 
were wounded slightly in Floyd 
County. 
Arthur Thompson, who was shot 
here yesterday afternoon, died early 
today in a Martin hospital. Offi- 
cers were told his alleged assailant, 
Clyde Clark, nephew of a candidate 
for Magistrate, would surrender. 
Officers said they did not believe 
the shooting was connected with 
the election. 

Dennis Spears, 18 years old, died 
in the Martin hospital after having 
been shot at the mouth of Buffalo 
Creek, eight miles from here. Mont 
Laferty, said by officers to have 
shot Spears, was stabbed in the 
back during the quarrel. He was 
taken to a hospital. 

Reports from Hindman said Bal- 
lard and Orville Hall, cousins, and 
a man named Mullins were shot to 
death in Knott County yesterday af- 
ternoon in a fight. 

Five men were fatally wounded 
in a fight at Layman, Harlan Coun- 
ty. They were Z. B. Blanton, 46 
years old; his son, John Blanton, 
24; A. H. Hensley, 57, and his son, 
Zack Hensley, 21 and Jesse Blan- 
ton. Otto Ramey, 22, was killed in 
Carter County. Hannibal Sharp, 
38, Negro, was killed in Middles- 
boro, and Hugh Childs, 50, Negro, 
was fatally shot in Louisville. 

Several others were wounded in 
election fracases throughout the 
state.

AFGHAN KING ASSASSINATED, 
SON PROCLAIMED MONARCH 


Nadir Shah Slain, Country’s Minis- 
ter to London Is In- .- 
formed.

Minister in London received the 
news tonight that the King of Af- 
ghanistan, Nadir Shah, was assas- 
sinated this morning and that his 


son was proclaimed monarch. 

The Minister, Ali Mohammad 
Khan, received the report of the 
assassination on his return from 
Buckingham Palace, where he was 
received by King George. 


King Amanullah was overtfrown 
by a revolution in 1929 and Nadir 
Shah assumed the throne after ex- 
pelling his only rival Ibrahim Bay. 
Amanullah’s downfall was caused 
by his attempt to introduce West- 
ern customs into Afghanistan. Na- 
dir Shah in 1932 established a con- 
stitutional monarchy.

Pennsylvania Gives Repeal 
Majority of More Than 
Four to One, Ohio Two 
to One and Utah Slightly 
Less Than Two to One.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 8. — On 


the basis of latest returns today 
repeal of the eighteenth amend- 
Ment Dec. 5 or 6 was assured by 
the voters of Pennsylvania, Ohio 


and Utah. Thirty-three states 
having previously voted to ratify 
the proposed twenty-first (repeal) 
amendment these three make up 
the total required to erase prohi- 
bition from the United States Con- 
stitution. 

Six states voted on the ques- 
tion yesterday. Pennsylvania 
rolled up a more than four-to- 
one majority for repeal; Ohio 
two to one, Utah somewhat less 
than two to one. North Carolina 
went more than two to one against 
repeal, South Carolina against re- 
peal by less than 2000. 


In the sixth State, Kentucky, the 
vote is being counted today. Re- 
peal was somewhat ahead in the 
tabulationo of scattering early re- 
turns. | 


Ratification Conventions. 

Ratification conventions will be 
held in Kentucky and Texas Nov. 
27, in Pennsylvania, Ohio and Utah 
Dec. 5, and in Maine Dec. 6 If 
Kentucky has gone for repeal, two 
of the conventions Dec. 5 will be 
enough to end prohibition; if Ken- 
tucky has gone against repeal, 
Maine’s formal ratification will be 
the thirty-sixth. 

The eighteenth amendment was 
submitted to the states by Con- 
gress Dec. 18, 1917. On Jan. 29, 
1919, the Secretary of State pro- 
claimed its ratification by 36 states 
and declared it in effect Jan. 16, 
1920. 

Saloons had been closed before 
for wartime prohibition, The war- 
time act was adopted on Nov. 21, 
1918. It became operative June 30, 
1919. |

WASHINGTON, Nov. 8 —The 
smashing victory of Maj. Fiorello 
H. La Guardia and his fusion ticket 
in the New York City election yes- 
terday not only tied a knot in the 
tail of the Tammany Tiger, but 
blasted the hopes of Postmaster- 
General Farley for a pro-Roosevelt 
organization in the city. 

Attention has already been called 
in these columns to the National 


angle of the New York contest. It 
was not by any means the most im- 
portant angle—for this was the 
fight on Tammany control of the 
city—but it was not without signifi- 
cane. 

After La Guardia ‘had been nom- 
inated on the fuston ticket, Farley 
was instrumental in bringing out 
Joseph V. McKee as an independent 
Democratic candidate on a “Recov- 
ery” ticket. President Roosevelt 
announced that he was taking no 
part in the ~ontest, but this dis- 
claimer did not keep the McKee 
forces from shouting that a vote for 
McKee was a vote for Roosevelt. 
The name given the McKee ticket 
sought to convey the idea of a 
hook-up with the National admin- 
istration. Farley spbké and voted 
for McKee. 

Farley Had Eye on 1936. 

It was patent that the Postmas- 
ter-General, who is also chairman 
of the Democratic National Com- 
mittee and the chief political strate- 
gist of the Roosevelt administra- 
tion, was seeking to capitalize the 
anti-Tammany revolt to the best ad- 
vantage of the President. His eye, 
in other words, was on the elec- 
tions of 1934 and 1936. 

McKee was not in the fight when 
it still appeared that the Tiger was 
strong enough to down all opposi- 
tion. He did not come in till after 
the public response to the La Guar- 
dia candidacy had shown how wide- 
spread and deep was the _ revolt 
against the machine. Then, backed 
by Farley and Edward J. Flynn, the 
pro-Roosevelt boss of the Bronx, 
he entered the lists as the “Recov- 
ery” candidate, making the fight a 
three-cornered one between himself, 
the colorful La Guardia and the 
weak Tammany candidate, Mayor 
O’Brien. 

McKee’s candidacy, at first, great- 
‘ly lowered the hopes of the La 
Guardia fusionists, who feared that 
it would split the anti-Tammany 
‘vote and allow O’Brien and Tam- 
‘many to return to power. The La 
‘Guardia people were bitterly re- 
,sentful. 

As the campaign progressed, how- 
‘ever, it became evident that Tam- 
‘many was on the run, and that La 
‘Guardia was more than holding his 
‘own. In the latter days of the 
‘campaign his victory had been 
‘widely forecast by political observ- 
‘ers, with the reservation in some 
‘cases that Farley’s active interven- 
‘tion might have turned the tide to 
‘McKee. 

' Fundamentally, the issue was be- 
‘tween reorganization of the Demo- 
‘cratic machine and a complete 
‘ousting of the machine, lock, stock 
and barrel. It was between reform 
‘from within and reform from with- 
‘out. The voters decisively rejected 
the middle-ground policy and chose 
‘to go the whole route. 

_ Though the result was deter- 
mined by local issues, the fact re- 
mains that Farley’s activity, and 
ithe counter-activity of such Repuo- 
licans as Ogden Mills, gave the 
contest a national. political com- 
plexion, Farley injected himself~ 
and indirectly the administration— 
into it, and lost. For once, the foot 
of the Roosevelt political manager 
appears to have slipped badly:

FARM ADMINISTRATION 
WILL CONTROL LIQUOR 


To Act Pending Legislation on 
Subject; Marketing Agreée- 
ments Planned. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 8.—Farm 
administrators today established a 
beverage section to work out mar- 
keting agreements for the liquor 
industry. 

Harris E. Willingham of Atlanta 
will head the new section by an 

ppointment schedule for announce- 
ment within a few days. He joined 
the staff of the Farm Administra- 
tion in July when he was assigned 
to the food section. 

Plans are under way for giving 
the Farm Administration control of 
the liquor industry between the 
time of repeal and the time that 
new legislation on the subject can 
be effected. 

Marketing agreements covering 
both distillers and the brewing in- 


dustry are in tentative form and 
may be broadened to provide con- 
trol regulations involving some of 
the social aspects of liquor distri- 
bution in addition to business prac- 
tices. 

Willingham held an extended con- 
ference today with Frederic P. Lee, 
counsel to George N. Peek, farm 
administrator. Lee occupies offices 
with Peek although he is not on 
the Government payroll. 

Peek has proposed that the brew- 
ers and distillers both agree in 
marketing agreements that they 
use only domestic farm products in 
their manufacture.

ABOUT REVOLTS 


Paints Gloomy Picture of 
Farm Conditions in Civics 
Course of New York Jun- 


ior League.

NEW YORK, Nov. 8.—Reminders 
that few revolutions have come 
about except as “agrarian revolu- 
tions as the result of desperation 
among the people on the land” were 
given today by Mrs. Franklin D. 
Roosevelt in the opening lecture 
of her civics course at the New 
York Junior League. 

She painted a picture of hunger, 
cold, illness and hopelessness in 
North and South Dakota, West Vir- 
ginia, Arizona and Kentucky — to 
drive home her contention that 
people all feel the same way about 
basic things, and “simply won't live 
that way!” 

Then, gazing solemnly into the 
faces of some 300 debutantes and 
society matrons, she said: 

“Many of us would profit greatly 
by a realization of what conditions 
have been on the land in this coun- 
try. We in New York think New 
York is the central point of the 
United States, when, as a matter 
of fact, New York sees the result 
of what goes on in the rest of the 
United States. The rest of the 
country makes New York. 

“Many of us in the East don’t 
realize what came upon us as a 
depression was a depression to the 
agricultural West before we re- 
garded it as such.” 

“An Unhappy Situation.” 

Conditions like those in a North 
Dakota home, where in zero weath- 
er a mother and two small sons had 
no underwear, fuel or solid roof 
over their head, make “an unhap»y 
population and we might as well 
know it,” she said. 

“Hither we, together with che 
men, are going to build a new world 
in which we will not get everything 
we want but what is best for every- 
body: in the country, or else I 
shouldn’t be surprised to see this 
country in a very different situation 
from what we have today,” con- 
tinued the President’s wife. 

“It is not well to do things be- 
cause we are afraid of what might 
happen. Personally, I have never 
had much fear of what might hap- 
pen. 

“But it is as well for all of us to 
know what may happen. Familiar- 
ize yourselves with conditions, 
watch everything your government 


sions.” 

A Man Who Stole Food. 

She told 6f a man who had gone 
to jail for stealing supplies for his 
starving family, and swore he 
would do the same, if it were neces- 
sary, when he got out. 

“T’m not sure he wasn’t right,” said 
Mrs. Roosevelt. “It would be a 
wishy-washy person who wouldn't 
do what he could to feed his wife 
and children. People in sach con- 
ditions get the feeling, and some- 
times you hardly blame them, that 
those who have have no right to 
have more than they need to eat, 
while others have nothing for their 
children. 

“The reason we must fdmiliarize 
ourselves with conditions is because 
taxes are going up and will go up 
all the time, because when a state 
cannot take care of its own it be- 
comes Federal business, and we 
want to know what our taxes g0 
for.” 

She explained the 
campaign as “paying more wages 
and using less exepnsive food on 
the table” rather than buying use- 
less things or spending more than 
one makes. 

The course, part of the Todhunter 
School curriculum, will deal with 
“new activities of government,” and 
Mrs.” Roosevelt will attend once a 
month.

DOWN IN CUBA; 13 
SLAIN IN FIGHTING

Oct. 2, which resulted in the oust- 
ing of the defiant officers. 

De Cespedes, who became Presi- 
dent following the flight of Gerardo 
Machado, gave way to a so-called 
radical junta which ruled Cuba for 
a time. This group in turn made 
way for the Grau San Martin Gov- 
ernment on Sept. 11. 

The entire aviation corps and 
one brigade of mixed cavalry and 
infantry were backed in the revolt 


“by the ABC secret society and oth- 


er oppositionist groups. 

Martull took off from the Camp 
Columbia Airport at 2:25 a. m. to 
signalize the outbreak of the re- 
volt. 

Immediately spectacular fighting 
broke out in uptown Havana. Two 
special anti-aircraft guns and ma- 
chine guns went into action at the 
palace. Machine gunners at po- 
lice headquarters used tracer bul- 
lets to fire on Martull’s plane in 
the darkness. 


Bombs Dropped on Camp. 


Soon three other planes took off 
from Camp Columbia and dropped 
at least a dozen bombs into the 
loyal forces at the camp. 

Meanwhile, automobile loads of 
ABC members and others dashed 
through the capital streets firing 
on soldiers and police. Firing 
from the housetops added to the 
pandemonium. 

Four hundred rebels captured the 

'police station on Zulueta street, 
lalong with two machine guns and 
other arms. One of the raiders was 
wounded when they were fired on 
by guards around the presidential 
palace. 
Shortly thereafter, the rebels be- 
gan concentrating at the Havana 
Central Police Station, where sev- 
eral hundred members of the ABC 
already had gathered with 200 po- 
licemen, and some _ soldiers and 
sailors, all rebels. 


Plea for Help Fails. 


Shortly before daylight, rebellious 
aviation officers wirelessed all 
army garrisons on the island asking 
that they join in the revolt to re- 
store De Cespedes. This brought 
a favorable response only from Ma- 
tanzas. 

At almost the same _ time, the 
Government announced it had the 
situation in hand. Red Cross cars 
began a search for dead or injured. 
Forty-eight members of the ABC 
Society took over the judicial po- 
lice station at Luz and Picota 
streets, and sailors and _ soldiers 
promptly surrounded it. 

Soldiers and sailors began round- 
ing up policemen from their posts, 
disarming them apparently because 
of reports the police were sympa- 
thetic to the revolt. 

The loyal troops of Col. Fulgencio 
Batista, army chief of staff, at 
Camp Columbia, then charged and 
routed rebellious aviation units. 
The surrender of the rebellious 
infantrymen at Camp : Columbia 
quickly followed the dispersal of 
the flyers. 

Detachments from the Dragones 
and the San Ambrosio Barracks, 
which also joined in the movement 
in the uptown district, began ne- 
gotiations looking toward surren- 
der. a.

CUT IN RAILROAD FARE 
IN MISSOURI AUTHORIZED 


Public Service Commission Ap- 
proves Six-Month Test to Go 
Into Effect Dec. 1. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 8.—The 
Missouri Public Service Commission 
today authorized the steam _ rail- 
roads operating in Missouri to file 
new tariffs reducing passenger 
fares, effective Dec. 1. The reduced 
rates conform to a recent agree- 
ment of operators of Mid-Western 
lines to put lower passenger fares 
into effect for a test period of six 
months, in an effort to increase the 
volume of traffic. 

The new first-class passenger 
rate will be 3 cents a mile. The 
present rate is 36-10 cents a mile. 
Tickets will be good for all classes 
of equipment. The surcharge of 50 
per cent of the sleeping car and 
parlor car fares will be eliminated. 

The new coach rate will be 2 
cents a mile as compared to the

limit, will be one-and-one-third 
times the one-way first-class fare. 
Round-trip tickets with a six month 
limit will be one-and-two-thirds 
times the one-way first-class fare. 


$537,210,670 IN GOLD OR 
CERTIFICATES STILL OUT 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 8.—Money 
in circulation on Oct. 31 totaled $5,- 
635,163,442, equivalent to $44.73 for 
every man, woman ind child in the 
United States. The Treasury said 
yesterday this represented a per 
capita decrease of 14 cents for the 
month, and a decrease of 25 cents 
as compared with the correspond- 
ing date last year. 

The statement showed there was 
$537,210,670 in goid and gold cer- 
tificates still outstanding, despite 
the Government’s efforts to segre- 
gate this form of currency in the 
Treasury and in the Federal Re- 
serve Banks. The gold circulation, 
however, had declined $683,690,000 
from the amount outstanding on 
Feb. 28. This consisted of $312,577,- 
341 in coin and bullion, with the 
remainder in gold certificates.

SEVEN INDICTED 
INKIDNAPING OF 
IAKE THE BARBER 


Action Follows Testimony 
by Victim Against Those 
He Identified as His Ab- 


ductors.

CHICAGO, Nov. 8.—Seven gang- 
sters were indicted by the Cook 
County grand jury today for the 
kidnaping of John Factor, known 
as Jake the Barber. The crime is 
punishable by death in Illinois. 

The indictments were returned 
before Chief Justice Philip Sullivan 
in Criminal Court an hour after 
Factor himself had appeared before 
the jurors and named his abductors. 


Those accused are Roger Touhy, 
gang leader; Edward McFadden, 
Gus Schafer and Willie Sharkey, all 
awaiting trial tomorrow at St. Paul 
for the kidnaping of William 
Hamm Jr., millionaire brewer; Al- 
bert J. Kator, Charles Connors and 
Basil Banghart. 

A few months before Factor was 
abducted, he paid $50,000 ransom 
for release of his 18-year-old son, 
Jerome. 

Prosecution of the suspects by 
the State of Illinois was decided 
on after Federal] authorfties decid- 
ed they had no jurisdiction because 
Factor had not been taken across 
a state line and the mails had not 
been used. 

Factor, accused in England of an 
alleged $7,000,000 swindle, was ac- 
companied before the grand jury 
by State’s Attorney Thomas J. 
Courtney and an assistant, Wilbur 
Crowley. 

It was reported Factor testified 
that he and his friends paid $70,000 
ransom and promised to pay $50,- 
000 additional.

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 8.—The 
sales-tax problem will be passed 
along to the House tomorrow by the 
House Ways and Means Committee, 
by reporting ‘out two bills, without 
a specific recommendation for 
either measure. , 

One bill, a committee substitute, 
favored by a majority of the cqm- 
mittee, proposes a general sales tax 
of % of l1’per cent on all sales of 
tangible property and services. The 
other, favored by Gov. Park, pro- 
posés a 1 per cent tax only on 
sales of tangible personal property. 

The committee voted this after- 
noon to accede to Gov. Park’s re- 
quest and send out a 1 per cent tax 
bill, which does not include sales 
of services. This followed the com- 
mittee action yesterday in agreeing 
upon a substitute for the four re- 
tail sales tax bills pending before it, 
reducing the tax to one-fourth of 1 
per cent and spreading the tax base 
to include services. 

Both bills go to the House with- 
out committee recommendation. 

When they are taken up for per- 
fection, as a preliminary to passage, 
either bill may be amended by the 
House as to any of the provisiongs. 

Gov. Park’s Position. 

Gov. Park this afternoon said he) 
favored a tax of 1 per cent, to be) 
levied on sales of tangible personal | 
property, such as goods, wares and | 
merchandise, and not the lower tax | 
of one-fourth of 1 per cent on) 
the broader sense of both property | 
and service sales. He said he had 
asked the committee to send out 
the 1 per cent bill, so both measures 
would be before the House. 

The Governor said he had not had 
an opportunity to study the commit- 
tee substitute, but that it appeared 
to cover “a good deal of territory.” 

It is understood the Governor be- 
lieves inclusion of all services under 
the tax bill would increase the op- 
position and make passage of a 
sales tax more difficult. 

Go to the Calendar. 

The four sales tax bills ingro- 
duced in the House are simila? in 
their classification of taxable re- 
tail sales. Two of the bills pro- 
posed a rate of 1 per cent, and the 
other two each proposed a 2 per 
cent rate. The bill being sent out 
by the committee, at the Gover- 
nor’s request, largely is based upon 
provisions of the present Illinois 
sales tax. 

Representative Damon of Kansas 
City, chairman of the committee, 
said he would report the two bills 
to the House tomorrew. The bills 
then will go on the House calendar 
for perfection.

DES MOINES, Ia., Nov. 8. — A 
chill wind out of.the Northwest 
scattered the Midwest farm strik- 
ers today.

Late yesterday a farmer with a 
load of hogs was turned back on 
the main highway, but slipped 
through a blockade by a side road 
and unloaded his produce at a Sioux 
City warehouse. 

Sheriff W. R. Tice of Woodbury 
County reported that the necessity 
for State troops had apparently 
been dissipated. Even Gov. Her- 
ring’s stiggestion that peace offi- 
cers deputize an army of citizens to 
keep the roads clear received little 
consideration.

Increase in Government Loans to 
Farmers. 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 8 —Gov- 
ernment loans to farmers and their 
organizations aggregated $84,545,633 
during October, an increase of $22,- 
000,000 over those handled during 
September by the Farm Credit Ad- 
ministration. 

October’s advances brought to 
$1,870,444,217 the total of outstand- 
ing loans of banks, corporations and 
offices established to help the farm- 
er. Loans through the 12 Federal 
Land Banks aggregated $29,545,870 
in October, compared with $13,067,- 
652 in September. 

Meanwhole, the administration 
announced that 13-year 5 per cent 
interest loans would become avail- 
able to properties which previously 
had not qualified for loans either 
as farms or residences. These loans 
will be made from the Land Bank 
- appagmaae funds of $200,000,- 


The new regulation provides: 

“If the land has agricultural 
value and the owner would be able 
to support his family and pay in- 
stallments in normal times, 
although part of his income would 
be obtained from work outside of 
his farm property,....such loans 
may be made within 75 per cent of 
the normal agricultural value of 
the farm property if the individual 
is honestly striving to hold his 
property and could not do so, meet- 
ing taxes and installments under

GENEVA, Oct. 27 (By Mail.)— 
When Maxim Litvinoff—born Wal- 
lach—gets down to brass tacks in 
his talk with President Roosevelt 
over American recognition of Rus- 
sia, official Washington will be 
confronted with its first, and per- 


haps not unwelcome, introduction 
to stark realism in diplomacy—a 
realism as hard and inexorable as 
the conditions under which the 
communistic experiment is being 
conducted in the Union of Socialist 
and Soviet Republics. 

Americans who expect to deal 
with Litvinoff, or any other repre- 
sentative of the Soviets for that 
matter, on emotional or idealistic 
grounds, or from a purely political 
angle, are going to be doomed to 
either disappointment or failure, or 
both. Joseph Stalin has sent his 
“ace” to Washington to arrange for 
resumption of diplomatic relations 
between the American capitalistic 
and Russian communistic republics 
for just one reason—business. Oth- 
er by-products which may result 
from acceleration of trade between 
the two countries are secondary. 
They will develop in due course. 

European chancellories which 
have watched Litvinoff’s rising star 
for the last 13 years are laying odds 
that the chunky Soviet Foreign 
Commissar will return to Europe 
with another diplomatic success 
added to his already enviable rec- 
ord. Since he entered the Soviet 
Foreign Office, under Lenin and 
Trotzky’s Government back in 1921, 
Litvinoff’s climb has been rapid. 
His first post was as Minister to 
|Esthonia. He relinquished this to 
‘become Assistant Commissar of 
Foreign Affairs to the picturesque 
and tragic Tchitcherin. 


The Third Internationale. 


Considered one of the best minds 
in the present Moscow Govern- 
ment, Litvinoff, for years, also has 
been a powerful figure in the Third 
Internationale, that much-feared 
and greatly over-rated organization 
which has for its ultimate goal 
world revolution. Officially Lit- 
vinoff is reported to have foresworn 
allegiance to that group; actually, 
it is said, he is the effective liaison 
between it and the Kremlin. If 
Litvinoff promises President Roose- 
velt that the Third Internationale 
will keep “hands off” the American 
communistic movement and not en- 
courage political activities among 
American radical workers, it is cer- 
tain that the pledge will be ob- 


Served. Perhaps no voice in Russia 
carries greater authority in the in- 
ner councils of the Third Interna- 
tionale and the Kremlin than does 
that of Litvinoff. 


Except in sporadic and ineffec- 
tual instances, the Third Interna- 
tionale now engages in very little 
activity outside the Soviet Union. 


Endowed with a great sense of 
humor, and at the same time a fine 
recognition of the fitness of things, 
Litvinoff has found little difficulty 
in keeping abreast of the interna- 
tional parade, although to his col- 
leagues he is the only one “out of 
step.” At Geneva, where he first | 
appeared as Soviet delegate to the | 
Preparatory Disarmament Com- | 
mission in 1928, he adroitly started | 
hostilities by putting the Swiss “on 
the spot.” Following the acquittal, |

WASHINGTON, Nov. 8&—Presi- 

dent Roosevelt and Maxim Litvi- 
noff, special emissary of Soviet 
Russia, reviewed the status of af- 
fairs between their countries today 
in a talk of almost an hour at the 
White House. 
The President and the Russian 
envoy came together at @ formal 
luncheon at which the few official 
Soviet representatives in the country 
and the Cabinet members involved 
in trade and state relations with the 
Soviet were assembled. 

After the luncheon Roosevelt and 
Litvinoff laid the ground work for 
negotiations which are expected to 
result in a recognition of the Soviet 
Government and a resumption of 
trade relations between the two 
countries. 

Late in the afternoon Litvinoff 
left the White House to resume the 
conversations with Secretary Hull 
on detailed problems which have 
accumulated between the two Gov- 
ernments in the 16 years since the 
birth of the Soviet republic. 

Tomorrow night Roosevelt and 
Litvinoff meet for another discus- 
sion. 

Hull and Litvinoff met at the 
State Department earlier. 

It was the Soviet Commissar’s 
second official call in Washington. 
Last night he was presented to 
President Roosevelt. 

Litvinoff was escorted to the State 
Department by James C. Dunn, 
chief of the protocol division, to the 
diplomatic waiting room. Promptly 
at 11 o'clock Undersecretary Wil- 
liam Phillips joined Litvinoff and 
escorted him across the hall to 
Hull’s office. As they entered, the 
Secretary of State arose from his 
desk and extended his hand to the 
Russian Foreign Minister whose 
acquaintance he first made at the 
London economic conference.

Our Floundering Legislature. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatca: 
3 ERHAPS your editorial columns 
were a bit too optimistic in expecting 
the Legislature speedily to get to work on 
a relief program, for the Legislature, 
hopelessly floundering in its own incom- 
petence, is faced with a problem that 
even the most efficient body would find 
difficulty in solving. Long after the open- 
ing session, both houses find themselves 
at loggerheads with the administration 
and helplessly confused internally. 

The Senate, led by two blustering gen- 
tlemen from Kansas City, is showing a 
bristling hostility to the Governor's rec- 
ommendations. And the House, in the 
meantime, has elected to play “the young 
and innocent” with a demand upon the 
Governor for “information” on the money 
needed and how it will be expended. For 
Representative Taylor of Chariton Coun- 
to say he doesn’t know why the As- 
sembly was convened except to raise ad- 
ditional revenue is positively beyond ab- 
surdity. As far back as two years ago, 
we had a careful survey of the State’s 
needs made by the firm of Griffin, Ha- 
gen & Associates for the Missouri Survey 
Commission report. During all the 
summer months, your paper and others 
carried almost continuous front-page ac- 
counts of the crying needs of the school 
fund, the necessity for relief, the need 
for immediate liquor legislation. So im- 
perative are these needs that it became 
generally conceded that Gov. Park 
should have called the Legislature to 
convene early in September. 

But when this organization, which sup- 
posedly is- politically alert to the needs 
of its State, did finally meet, the first 
two weeks witnessed an orgy of political 
nose-thumbing and backbiting, with Rep- 
resentative Taylor, in all vulgar non- 
chalance, leading this “young and inno- 
cent” stage play now being enacted in 
the House. 

Admittedly, the Legislature’s task is of 
herculean proportions, but that should 
direct that body to more cohesive efforts, 
Strikingly enough, a boss-ridden political 
organization can demonstrate remark- 
able cohesiveness in the division of polit- 
ical spoils, but let an emergency arise 
and its capabilities take their true colors. 

There is a possibility, of course, that the 
Legislature may blunder through with 
an adequate solution for the immediate 
needs of the State. Let us hope that 
this will be the case. But anything to the 
contrary would so clearly demonstrate its 
utter incapability that nothing short of 
a thorough legislative housecleaning— 
both in procedure and personnel—would 
prevent future repetitions of the type of 
legislative sessions of the current quality.

Constitution. Through the critical war period, the 
wet-dry battle went off in Congress. Making the 
most of those hysterical days, Wayne B. Wheeler, 
then general counsel for the Anti-Saloon League, 
conducted a fight which taught Washington new les- 
sons in pressure politics. Convinced that prohibition 
could not be ratified, the late Senator Penrose sug- 
gested that an amendment be submitted to the states 
with a seven-year limit for ratification. Mississippi 
led off in January, 1918, and 45 states followed suit. 
Only the Legislatures of Connecticut and Rhode Is- 
land held out. Then came the Volstead bill, which 
President Wilson refused to sign, only to have it 
passed over his veto, and then, in 1920, the advent 
of prohibition, on the assumption that people could 
be made moral by law. 

All this is history, as is the tragic record of the 
past 13 years, with its costly toll in human lives, 
lowered moral standards, widespread disrespect for 
law and the deflection of great sums from Federal, 
state and local revenues to bootleggers and the 
financing of a criminal underworld, which grew so 
strong that it became a threat to every home. Grad- 
ually, the nation began to realize its mistake and 
signs of an impending change became apparent to all 
but self-serving politicians. Done at length with 
such a mistaken counsel of perfection, the people 
rallied to the cause of out-and-out repeal and over- 
whelmingly voted into office an administration frank- 
ly pledged to work to that end. The time was ripe and 
in less than a year the job was done. We have seen 
that we cduld repeal an amendment to the Federal 
Constitution if necessary, and we have had demon- 
strated the efficacy of the convention method of rat- 
ification. 

All this, we repeat, is so much water under the 
bridge. The great task, or rather a host of great 
tasks, lies before us. Repeal means the return of a 
legal liquor traffic, and that means the control of li- 
cense. Education for temperance must begin anew. 
Liquor interests must remember that it was, in large 
part, their own unrestrained indulgence of the will 
to profit which brought on prohibition. State legis- 
lators must give their best thought to the fashioning 
of adequate and just control systems. Officials 
charged with supervision must hold their trust high 
above the corruption and disgraces of the saloon era. 
The citizen becomes a critic, in the finest sense of 
the term. 

Repeal is a challenge to every one of us—wet and 
dry, drinker and abstainer alike. “The ideal goal,” 
Dr. Horace J. Bridges, leader of the Chicago Ethical 
Society, remarked here last Sunday, “is a nation 
any one of whose citizens could be absolutely trusted 
to emerge sober from a wine cellar or a whisky 
vault.” And this goal, as he went on to say, is to be 
approached through what is inside the man, much 
more than by prohibitions and controls from without. 
, If we remember this, and, whatever our past alle- 
giance, join hands in a common resolve to use wisely 
our regained freedom, we can elevate life in the Unit- 
ed States to new levels. We are not back where we 
began, because we are wiser. The graveness of our re- 
sponsibility only makes the greater our opportunity. 
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FOR THE CONSUMER. 
Consumers’ Guide, the new bi-weekly bulletin, be- 
ing issued by the Consumers’ Counsel of the Agri- 
cultural Adjustment Administration, is another proof 
‘that a new relationship exists between the citizen 
and his Federal Government. This bulletin, which is 
published with the co-operation of the Federal bu- 
reaus of Agricultural Economics, Home Economics 
and Labor Statistics, is designed to aid consumers in 
making prudent purchases of foodstuffs and other 
farm commodities. By quoting prices on leading food 
articles in some 50 cities, the bulletin enables the 
buyer to compare the price his merchant quotes with 
the average over the country. What is the prospec- 
tive buyer of cotton goods to think when a store 
clerk says that large mark-ups in retail price are 
due to the cotton processing tax? The current num- 
ber of the bulletin makes it plain that such is 
not the case. A list of cotton articles, together with 
the processing tax on each, shows how negligible the 
tax is. Users of Consumers’ Guide have a better un- 
derstanding of why it is necessary to raise farm prod- 
ucts’ prices and what they may reasonably be asked to 
pay for those products.

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LaGUARDIA’S VICTORY. 
In one of the most interesting mayoralty races 
New York has ever had, Fiorello LaGuardia, Fusion 
candidate, has emerged victorious by a handsome ma: 
jority and has administered to Tammany the worst 
defeat of its career. Heretofore, Fusionists have been 
able to beat Tammany only when all of the anti- 
Tammany elements centered around a single candi- 
date.

South Dakota makes a bold 
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Weaknesses of Federal Drug Law 


Revision of Food and Drug Act is needed to protect public health, physician writes; as 
it does not cover cosmetics, many dangerous preparations are marketed, he says; 
would extend list of poisons whose presence in medicines must be declared; law 
bars fraudulent claims only if made on label, thus permitting deceptive advertising.

HERE is under consideration at Wash- 
T ington the problem of so extending the 

powers and scope of the National Food 
and Drug Act as to serve better the public 
safety and conserve the national health. No 
one familiar with the workings of the law 
during the past quarter-century will doubt 
that some extension of its powers is needed. 
Its failure properly to protect the public lies 
not with the officials whose duty it has been 
to enforce it, but mainly with the impotency 
of the act itself. 

Reduced to its simplest terms, the act, in 
so far as it applies to drugs, has these pow- 
ers and limitations: 

1. A drug is defined as any medicine or 
preparation recognized in the United States 
Pharmacopeia and the National Formulary, 
as well as “any substance or mixture of 
substances intended to be used for the cure, 
mitigation or prevention of disease of either 
man or other animals.” 

2. A drug product is misbranded under the 
law if there appears on or in the trade pack- 
age any statement regarding its composi- 
tion or origin that is “false or misleading.” 

3. Similarly, a drug product is misbranded 
if there appéars on or in the trade package 
any statement regarding its curative effects 
that is “false and fraudulent.” 

4. A drug is also misbranded if the label 
fails to show the presence and amount of 
@ny alcohol, morphine, opiurh, cocaine, 
heroin, alpha or beta eucaine, chloroform, 
cannabis indica, chloral hydrate or acetani- 
lid, or any derivative of any such substance, 
that the preparation may contain. 

« + * 


By .confining the definition of drugs to 
preparations that are used only for the cure, 
mitigation or prevention of disease, the en- 
tire cosmetic industry is exempted from the 
provisions of the act. The exploiters of 
drugs sold as cosmetics can make the most 
false and fraudulent claims for their prepa- 
rations, even on the trade packages, with 
impunity. 

The weakness of the law in controlling 
claims made for drug products lies mainly 
in the fact that it covers only those claims 
that appear on or im the trade package. 
This means that in the use of the avenues 
of publicity that bring him the greatest re- 
turns, namely, newspaper and magazine ad- 
vertisements, ‘billboards, radio, circulars dis- 
tributed by druggists, etc., the manufactur- 
er is subject to no legal control. It is only 
on or in his trade packages, which the pub- 
lic does not get until its money has been 
passed over the counter, that the nostrum 
maker must keep his claims within reason. 
The law has made the claims on the trade 
packages of most patent medicines reason- 
ably conservative, but that this conser 
vatism is due to no feeling of moral obliga- 
tion on the part of the manufacturer is ob- 
vious from the collateral advertising. 

Despite all its weaknesses, the act has 
worked for honesty and fair dealing in the 
drug field. Its chief weakness lies in the 
fact that the collatefal advertising, which 
is really what sells patent medicine, is un- 
der no control. It is absurd to suppose that 


the public can be protected against fraudu- | 


vertising save that which appears on or in 
the trade package. All claims, wherever 
made, should be covered. 

A further weakness lies in the inadequacy 
of the information that the manufacturer is 
required to give regarding the composition 
of his product. To demand declarations of 
the presence and amount of only the 11 
drugs and their derivatives already specified 
is hopelessly inadequate, for some of the 
most dangerous poisons known are not in 
it. Drugs such as strychnine, arsenic, acon- 
ite, prussic acid and corrosive sublimate, 
.to mention but a few, can be put into pat- 
ent medicines for the public to buy in any 
quantity it sees fit, and without a word of 
warning as to their presence.

The Food and Drug Act has exempted all 
cosmetics from its provisions. Yet .in some 
cosmétics we have drugs that are a serious 
menace to those who use them. It is true 
that most of the cosmetics on the market, 
comprising face powders, face creams, com- 
pacts, etc., are as harmless as many of the 
claims made for them are absurd. Yet oth- 
ers possess potentialities for great harm. 

Few of the commercially exploited hair 
dyes can be called harmless. Those with an 
aniline base may produce a severe derma- 
titis; the continued use of the lead acetate 
and sulphur groups may bring about chronic 
Jead poisoning. While it is quite true that, 
considering the untold gallons of hair dye 
used daily in these United States, there are 
¢éomparatively few cases of poisoning that 
come to the public’s attention, this does not 
mean that a menace does not exist. It sim- 
ply means that the average person who uses 
hair dyes shrinks from the publicity that is 
likely to follow legal action should damages 
be sought for untoward effects following 
their use. 

In the alleged freckle removers, we have 
another group of cosmetics that may be 
harmful. Nearly all preparations of this 
type have for their essential ingredient a 
causfic poison, ammoniated mercury, which, 
if left on the skin too long or applied to 
@ skin that is sensitive, may produce nasty 
burns. Then there are superfluous hair re- 
movers of the chemical type, of which there 
are probably hundreds on the market, and 
which nearly all depend for their action on 
the presénce of certain alkaline sulphides, 
which have the power of dissolving hair. 
As the outer skin has the same general 
structure as the hair, these sulphides ob- 
viously may attack the skin. Of the total 
number using freckle removers and chem- 
ical depilatories, those injured are compara- 
tively few. But the danger exists, and in 
common decency the fraudulent claim “ab- 
solutely harmless,” should be banned ‘from 
the labels and advertisements of prepara- 
tions of this character. 

The National Food and Drug Act needs 
serious changes and extensions if it is to 
give the public a fair amount of protecti 
against nostrum exploitation. =

MELTING TOMORROW 


Attendance of 6000 Expected 
in St. Louis for 3-Day 
Convention.

~ The seventy-first annual conven- 
tion of the Missouri State Teachers’ 
Association will be held in St. 
Louis, beginning tomorrow, with 
an expected attendance of 6000. 
Headquarters are at Hotel Statler 
where the first assembly will be 
held at 8:30 o’clock. 

General sessions will be held in 
the Coliseum and there will be di- 
visional and departmental meet- 
ings in schools, libraries, hotels and 
other places of assembly. The con- 
vention will end Saturday. 

Public schools in St. Louis will be 
closed tomorrow and Friday to en- 
able teachers to attend sessions 
of the convention. 

The future of education is the 
generak theme of the conference. 
Speakers at the opening session 
will be Dr. Lotus D, Coffman, pres- 
ident of the University of Minne- 
sota, who will discuss “Youth and 
the Depression,” and Dean Frank 
M. Debatin of Washington Univer- 
sity, who will speak on “Teachers’ 
Response to Social Challenge.” 

The future of rural education 
will be the topic of State Superin- 
tendent of Schools Lee and Dr. Ed- 
mund deS. Brunner, of the Colum- 
bia University Teachers’ College, at 
the second general session tomor- 
row night. 

Speakers at Friday morning’s 
general session are Charl O. Wil- 
liams, representing the National 
Parent - Teacher Organization; 
George Melcher, superintendent of 
Kansas City schools, and Dr. Hugh 
S. Magill, secretary of the Interna- 
tional Council of Religious Educa- 
tion. 

Speech by Indiana Governor. 

Gov. Paul V. McNutt of Indiana 
will speak at the Coliseum that 
night. He will be introduced by 
Gov. Park of Missouri. The final 
igession will be in the Hotel Statler 
ballroom Saturday morning, when 
Theodore W. H. Irion, president of 
the association, will submit a re- 
port of its activities for the year, 
and present the new president. 
Talks will be made by W. W. Park- 
er, president of the State Teachers’ 
College at Cape Girardeau, and J. 
Grant Frye of Cape Girardeau, 
State Commander of the American 
Legion. 

Dr. Irion, who is dean of the 
School of Education of Missouri 
University, outlined the objective of 
the convention in a radio address 
this morning. School teachers, he 
said, will be called on in the future 
to render service in interpreting 
social changes which will exceed 
anything they have accomplished 
in the past. America, he said, will 
not soon return to the order of life 
that existed in the 20’s, and the 
changes that must come cannot be 
safely and permanently established 
without the processes of education. 

“At the present moment,” [r. 
Irion said, “we are ready to un- 
dertake new experiments in gov- 
ernment, in industry and social life. 
We are anxious to try out new 
plans and methods of living. But 
whatever plan may be adopted, its 
real test will come through years 
of tedious and routine living. 


Need of Eaucational Program. 


“It is then that even the best 
plans are forsaken and go awry; it 
is then that the full force of the 
school must be felt. No nation has 
ever succeeded in establishing. far- 
reaching changes without creating 
an educational program which 
helped to direct and to lead people 
to an understanding and apprecia- 
tion of the objectives to be 
achieved. 

“It is a significant fact that dur- 
ing the last 10 or 12 years of trial 
and struggle in European countries, 
education has received more sup- 
port and more consideration than 
at any other time. 

“This much we know as we look 
out on the future of education, that 
it will be our task to divert our 
thinking and planning from _ the 
basis of that selfish individualism 
which has brovght us as a nation 
to the very verge of collapse and 
ruin. It will be our task and 
great privilege to reconstruct our 
individualism on a new basis of 
co-operation, unselfishness and fair 
dealing.”

UPSETS FALLACY ABOUT 
HARDENING OF ARTERES 


Study of Mummies Shows Dis- 
ease Was Common to Un- 
hurried Egyptians.

Hardening of the arteries, popu- 
larly considered an effect of “the 
terrific pace of modern life,” was 


common in primitive civilizations 
and even in Egypt, land of the lo- 
tus, Washington University scien- 
tists told the St. Louis Medical So- 
ciety last night. 

Old age and its characteristic in- 
firmities, came upon the unhurried 
Egyptians earlier than on the rest- 
less modern, reported Dr. George D. 
Williams, assistant professor of 
anatomy, and Dr. Howard A. Mc- 
Cordock, associate professor of 
pathology. They gave illustrated 
lectures on several years of re 
search in the diseases of the an- 
cients as shown in Egyptian, Peru- 
vian, cliff-dweller and Eskimo 
mummies provided by Peabody Mu- 
seum of Harvard University. 


The Egyptians knew no dentistry, 
related Dr. McCordock. In conse- 
quence, arthritis following tooth in- 
fection was so common that the 
heiroglyphic sign for old age was 
the figure of a man with his spine 
bent in a typical arthritic stoop. 
Arthritic bone deformities were 
found in the mummies of persons 
who had died comparatively young. 

Tuberculosis was a scourge 
among the Egyptians, but tumors 
were ‘remarkably uncommon and 
those found were only tumors of 
the bone, he said. And in contrast 
to their ignorance of dentistry was 
their skill in surgery. The in- 
vestigators had found many broken 
bones well knitted, and they showed 
a lantern slide of one troublesome 
fracture, of both large bones below 
the knee, with a wooden splint still 
about it and the bones set in per- 
fect alignment. 


In the mummy of an Eskimo 
who lived in Greenland about 500 
years ago they found liver fluke, 
a worm parasite, and, for the first 
time in any mummy, egg of the 
fish tapeworm. 

They found no hardening of the 
arteries in the Eskimo as in the 


other races studied, but this they 


regarded as hardly significant, 


one Greenland mummy, beginning 
shortly before Dr. McCordock was 
drawn into more urgent encéphali- 
tis research. Twelve North and 
South American mummies remain 
for study here.

crowded with Government workers 
eager for a glimpse of the first 
Soviet representative to be wel- 
comed by the United States. The 
building was heavily guarded by 
local and Federal police. 

It was indicated at,the White 
House that Roosevelt would leave 
to his Secretary of State discus- 
sions over the multitude of detail- 
ed problems between the countries. 
After a process of elimination of 
these more or less mechanical de- 
tails, the President will deal per- 
sonally with the Russian emissary 
on questions that are expected to 
relate to recognition of the Soviet 
Government. 

Attending this morntng’s conver- 
sation between Hull and Litvinoff 
was a group designated by Roose- 
velt to advise him in this Govern- 
ment’s approach to the question of 
diplomatic recognition. It includ- 
ed Undersecretary Phillips, Assist- 
ent Secretary R. “Walton Moore, 
William Bullitt, special assistant to 
Hull, Henry Morgenthau Jr., Gover. 
nor of the Farm Credit Adminis- 
tration and Green H. Hackworth, 
State Department’s Solicitor. 

+ The talk with Hull marks the 
start of serious discussion. Aside 
from clear-cut recognition, the goal 
stressed by Soviet policy, subjects 
at issue included debts, confiscated 
property claims, trade relations and 
political propaganda. Administra- 
tion quarter listed all for considera- 
tion, but it was predicted recogni- 
tion would dominate the conversa- 
tions, leaving other problems for 
future settlement except for a prob- 
able mutual agreement forbidding 
pro and anti-Communist propa- 
ganda in the respectice countries.

London, where he worked as a li- 
brarian, a tailor and at other 
trades, he met and was married to 
Ivy Law, his present wife. Mme. 
Litvinoff, besides acting as her hus- 
band’s aid, counsellor and confiden- 
tial adviser, has served with dele- 
gations at Geneva as translator and 
secretary. 
Although she has a flair for di- 
plomacy and could rival the bril- 
liant Russian ambassadress, Mme. 
Kolontai, she prefers to write novels 
and short stories. Several of her 
books have been published in En- 
gland. An interesting conversation- 
alist, a pleasing personality, and 
imbued with the proletarian prin- 
ciples of her adopted country, Mme. 
Litvinoff is popular with intellec- 
tual circles in Geneva, Berlin and 
London. She makes no attempt to 
move in “high diplomatic society.” 
FShe also has a rare sense of humor 
and thoroughly enjoys seeing her 
husband’s victims squirm under his 
thrusts in Geneva conferences. 
An American newspaper man, 
meeting Mme. Litvinoff on the Rue 
de Rhone in Geneva one day, was 
asked to direct her to a store where 
she could purchase soap flakes. 
“T need them to wash out stock- 
ings and things in the bathtub at 
my hotel, over which hangs a sign 
warning me not to launder in my 
room,” she said with a laugh. 
Then, adding as an afterthought: 
“Did you ever know a Foreign Min- 
ister’s wife who does her own wash- 
ing?” 
As a political realist, Maxim Lit- 


statesmen and diplomats. Since he 
took over direction of Russia’s for- 
eign affairs he has successfully ne- 
gotiated non-aggression treaties 
with all of Russia’s neighbors ex- 
cept Japan and China. None is 
needed with China. Turkey, Af- 
ghanistan, Lithuania, Latvia, Es- 
thonia, Poland and Rumania all in 
turn have signed neutrality agree- 
ments. Under Litvinoff, Russia also 
subscribed to the Kellogg Outlawry 
of War Pact—and observed it de- 
spite the tilt that Moscow had with 
Secretary of State Stimson. Bomb- 
ing Chinese soldiers bent upon in- 
fringement of Russian railway 
rights with sacks of soot could 
hardly be construed as war had the 
issue reached a climax. 

In respect to Rumania, Litvinoff 


has played a clever game. While 
Moscow does not recognize Ru- 
mania’s title to Bessarabia, it re- 


alizes that for the duration of the 
treaty—and perhaps for a period of 
extension—it would be foolish to 
attempt to change the status quo. 
Referring to Bessarabia and Man- 
churia, Litvinoff, discussing his pol- 
icy of realism, said: “Why not rec- 
ognize facts? The Rumanians are 
in Bessarabia; the Japanese are in 
Manchuria. If they could pick up 
those territories and transfer them 
to another place we might be wor- 
ried. But Bessarabia and Man- 
churia will always be where they 
are. The future will take care of 
itself.” : 

The same reasoning applies to the 
pending negotiations for the sale. 
of Russia’s interest in the Chinese 
Eastern Railway to Manchukuo. In- 
stead of beating about the bush, 
Litvinoff proposed the sale direct- 
ly to Japan. The road is of no 
value to Russia, strategically or 
militarily with Japan controlling 
Manchuria. Economically, its value 
is decreasing rapidly. It is better 
to sell it—even at a low figure— 
than to have it taken away from 
them eventually. | 
The alleged conflict between 
communism and religion also may 
be touched on in Litvinoff’s Ameri- 
Can conversations, especially since 
strong opposition to recognition 
comes from the churches. Here 
again Litvinoff can be realistic. He 
probably will point out that Russia, 
with all her noisy “godless” (who, 
by the way, constitute an insig- 
nificant number), perhaps has 
more than 130,000,000 citizens who 
believe in some form of religion— 
Russian Orthodox, Roman Catholi- 
cism, Protestantism, Judaism, Mo- 
hammedanism or Buddhism. In the 
United States about 60 per cent of 
thé population, it appears, does not 
belong to any church. 

Somewhat of a philosopher, Lit- 
vinoff enjoys arguing the merits 
of various religions and their com- 
parative values to the social struc-s 
ture of nations. At a luncheon giv- 
en by Sir Eric Drummond, the Rus- 
sian Commissar, Eamon de Valera, 
President of the Irish Free State, 
and Yotaro Sugimura, Japanese 
under-secretary general of the 
Leazue, detached themselves from 
their colleagues. Forgetting poli- 
tics—which was being discussed all 
around them—they argued religion. 
Litvinoff, the athiest, versus De 
Valera, the devout Catholic, with 
the Shintoist Sugimura as mediat- 
ing influence. 

“One of the most interesting dis- 
cussions I ever listened to in Gene- 
va,” was Sugimura’s comment after- 
ward. 

Litvinoff found the conversation 
stimulating—a pleasant digression 
from the serious business of pro- 
moting disarmament. 

And as to disarmament and world 
peace, Litvinoff and American 
statesmen stand shoulder to shoul- 
der. The Soviets need a generation 
to consolidate Russia under com- 
munism and develop their country 
into a self-sustaining nation. The 
United States needs peace for eco- 
nomic reasons—and to indulge an 
idealistic tendency.

MINISTER ROWS 
WITH REICHSTAG 
FIRE PRISONERS 


Dr. Goebbels Re Replies An- 
grily to Their Question 
and Says They Considered 
Blaze Their Last Chance. 


DEFENDANT ASKS IF 
NAZIS WERE ARMED 


Cabinet Member, Referring 


to London Inquiry, Re- 
grets Other Nations Per- 
mitted Investigation. 


By the Assuciated Press. 

BERLIN, Nov. 8 —After § an 
hour’s deliberate testimony in the 
Reichstag fire trial today, Dr. Jo- 
seph Goebbels, Propaganda Minis- 
ter, yelled back at the cross-exami- 
nation questions of two of the de- 
fendants. 

Ernst Torgler, former Commun- 
ist floor leader in the Reichstag, 
asked him: “How can you claim 
the Communists were the only ones 
to benefit from the Reichstag fire 
when on the contrary we knew you 
controlled the whole state machin- 
ery besides the storm troopers and 
steel helmeters? Wouldn’t it have 
been sheer madness for the Com- 
munists to fire the Reichstag?” 

The Minister restorted angrily: 
“The question is not who actually 
benefited, but rather who would 
have if the mad plan for an upris- 
ing had succeeded. You knew you 
would be forbidden and _ extin- 
guished after the election, hence 
you considered the Reichstag fire 
your last chance.” 

Previously Goebbels had stated 
that “the Communist incendiaryists 
would today pose as great heroes 
if their plan of giving a signal for 
an uprising through the Reichstag 
arson had succeeded.” 

After several additional angry 
exchanges between the Propaganda 
Minister and Torgler, the Presiding 
Justice, Wilhelm Buenger, inter- 
posed with: “Defendant Torgler, if 
your party declined terrorism, why 
were so many arms found in Com- 
munists’ possession.” 

Torgier replied: “I was the par- 
liamentary floor leader, not a mem- 
ber of the Communist executive. I 
attended my job here in the Reichs 
tag and did not bother about other 
things.” 

Georgi Dimitroff, one of the Bul- 
garian defendants, then arose to 
ask Goebbels whether it was not 
true that the Nazis also were armed 
before Chancellor Hitler came to 
power. 

Goebbels yelled back: “We would 
have had fish’s blood in our veins 
if we had not defended ourselves 
against the slaughter by commun. 
ists.” 

Buenger then declined to enter- 
tain further questions by Dimitroff. 

During his previous testimony 
the Minister said he considered 
Torgler the most dangerous of all 
the Communist leaders because he 
had terroristic intentions under a 
mask of intellect. 

Referring to the London Com- 
mission which investigated the fire 
prior to the convening of this trial, 
Goebbels said bitterly: 

“I deeply regret the other na- 
tions permitted such a trial—they 
evidently do not know Commun- 
ism.” 

“There simply is no doubt possi- 
ble in my mind,” said Goebbels, 
“that the Communist party needed 
a sensational act like the Reichstag 
fire to give the signal for’a gen- 
eral uprising. Their plan failed be. 
Cause they underrated it.” 

“Nazis Murdered Nightly.” 
Dimitroff tried to cross-examine 
him and bring out that during the 
cabinets of Franz Von Papen and 
Kurt Von Schleicher the Nazis had 


terroristic acts. Goebbels declared 
these were the acts of provocateurs. 
Dimitroff also tried to elicit 
whether the cabinet held the po- 
lice and the Reichwehr in readiness 
for the Communist uprising antici- 
pated. The Minister declared the 
question of public security was a 
matter for the defense and the po- 
lice ministers and not for the cab- 
inet as such. 

“Terrorism is the cardinal prin-

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Questidn—I have always tried to 
hold my arm rigid, to keep from 
twisting it when I deliver the ball. 
Your method, I believe, is to keep 
the arm relaxed. How can I keep 
from twisting my wrist if my arm 
is relaxed? Mrs. R. C. T. 

. Answer—The easiest cure for 
that is to keep your thumb pointed 
in the direction you want your ball 


to go, while you are standing at 
position, during your approach to 
the line while the ball is swinging, 
as you let go, and during your fol- 
low throu,h motion. To do this 


you must concentrate until the 
habit becomes fixed. 
Question—I would like to take 


up bowling, but I’m afraid I can’t 
handle the weight of the ball. Is 
there a special way to handle the 
ball so it will seem lighter? 

MISS E. 8. 
Answer—Yes. If handled proper- 
ly, the weight of the ball is not a 
handicap to women bowlers. The 
common error is the mistaken en- 
deavor to throw the ball. The ball 
is to be given an easy, rhythmic 
swing and roll down the alley. 
Question—My greatest trouble 
(aside from getting strikes) is 
knowing how far to swing my ball 
back before my delivery. Can 
you give me a pointer that will help 
me? E. R. 
Answer—The mistake is in bring- 
ing your ball down at all. You 
should let the ball bring your arm 
down. Bringing,the ball down with 
arm tensed and elbow bent, as you 
apparently have been doing, makes 
the ball very heavy, but if you let 
the ball swing, pendulum like, the 
weight of the ball will carry your 
arm back the necessary distance.

Nov. 8.—It is a great thing to have a quar- 


terback who can run, kick and pass, but if he cannot do anything 


except run the team well, he is well worth his salt. 


The successful 


quarterback is neither that imaginary fellow who cuts loose as soon; 
as the team takes the field with anything his fancy dictates, nor is: 
he a slavish automaton, striving to carry out by rote the “instruc~-’ 


tions’’”’ of the coach for every step he takes. 


No team would ever get very far 
with either of this type. 

Superficially speaking, the quar- 
terback does select the plays, but 
he is guided by the system of play 
which has been 
taught him, in 
which he has pre- 
sumably learned 
to respect the law 
of averages and 
to discriminate 
between sound 
football and the 
hit-or-miss kind. 

No coach would 
be so foolish as ie 
to attempt to plot Air 
before hand every Be 
move in a game 
in which in- 2 
numerable con- . , 
tingencies arise. ZUPPEKE. 

The coach does attempt to lay 
down general principles of action, 
the fruits of his experience, which 
he strives to implant in the mind 
of ‘the quarterback, 

Must Use Common Sense. 

After that, there is nothing mys- 
terious about the mental activities 
of a good quarterback. All he does 
is to use good common sense. If 
he doesn’t always succeed, don’t be 
hard on him. We all find it hard 
to use common sense in | life. 

Don’t blame a quarterback for not 
“thinking” out on the field before 
thousands of people. We coaches 
often find it hard to think on a 
bench in~a crisis. 

Some of the best quarterbacking 
is done by boys who never get the 
credit they deserve, because they 
are playing on poor teams. They 
are the fellows who get the most 
out of an inferior outfit, keep it 
out of holes caused by their own 
mistakes and make the opposition 
earn everything it gets. 

The quarterback on the top-notch 
team has a far easier job, for often 
the wrong play succeeds on account 
of sheer strength. 

The most necessary quality in a 
quarterback is imagination, which 
enables him to picture his plays in 
his mind and think in terms of 
plays and players, instead of sig- 
nals and numbers. The’ smart 
quarterback always thinks, “TI’ll call 
on Smith again because he is go- 
ing good,” instead of “T’ll call on 34 
this time.” 

Makes Opponents Prove It. 

Strange to say, one of the hard- 
est things is to induce'a quarter- 
back to call a play again that has 
worked once. Somehow he thinks 
the opponent will know how to stop 
it next time. The smart quarter- 
back makes them prove they can 
stop it. 

Sometimes a good play will go 
wrong the first time because of 
faulty execution, perhaps a fum- 
ble. It is hard to get the quarter- 
back to call it again. He does not 
realize it was not the fault of the 
play but the execution. 

iThe smart quarterback mixes 


things up, perhaps a line play, then, 
an end run, followed by a pass so 
that the enemy doesn’t know what 
to expect. 


Frank Carideo of Notre Dame: 
was one of the best quarterbacks’ 
of recent times, as he not oniy 
guided the Irish effectively, but 
passed, kicked and ran. Uteritz of 
Michigan and Bobby Fletcher ofs 
Tilinois were quarterbacks who" 
lacked the brilliant abilities of such’ 
a player as Carideo, but they heid> 
up their own as a part of the ma- 
chine and their generalship was a: 
big factor in the success of their. 
teams. 


A successful quarterback must: 
have the respect and confidence of 
his teammates. Add to this a good 
personality, which makes the play- 
ers like him, with perhaps a touch 
- — and your cup as a coach 
s full. 


Clark Was Great Player. 


Potsy Clark, now coach of the 
Portsmouth pro team, the best of 
all quarterbacks in my day at Illi-” 
nois, had all these things, including’ 
the humor. On top of this he was 
one of the greatest open field run-" 
ners of all time, and many a lesser 
player has boasted the All-America 
honors, which were justly his but 
denied. » 


Clark piloted our 1914 team, 
which won the Big Ten champion- 
ship, scoring at least three toueh_ 
downs on every opponent. 

In our last game that year, we led” 
Wisconsin, but the Badgers sud- 
denly displayed strength. We took. 
the ball near our goal line with a 
bad wind blowing against us. Clark’ 
went behind our goal line, had the 
ball passed to him, and grounded it, 
giving Wisconsin two points for a’ 
safety. The ball was taken out to 
the 20-yard line, from where Ma-* 
comber booted it out of danger. 
That pulled us out of the hole. 


Only a smart and resourceful” 
quarterback, who was sure of him-- 
self, would have had the courage 
and daring to do this.

NEW YORK, Nov. 8.—Winooka, 
winner of two straight races_ in 
Maryland, attempted t- match his 
speed with three of the Metropoli- 
tan turf’s most useful sprinters yes- 
terday but failed, finishing last, a 
badly: beaten colt, in a four-horse 
field.

The chestnut son of Stimulus, fav- 
vored ly the light weight of 101 
pounds, 19 less than Winooka car- 
ried, reeled off the three-quarters 
of a mile in 1:11 2-5, within two- 
fifths of a second of Winook’s best 
time in this country, and at the fin- 
ish held a neck advantage over J. 
Simon Healy’s Flying Heels. Mrs. 
James M. Austin’s Good Advice was 
only another neck to the rear in 
th2 blanket finish Lut Winooka was 
almost out of the picture, trailing 
by more than four lengths. 

The Australian had no excuse, 
unless it was the sloppy going. On 
the basis of his two fast races in 
Maryland he was made the even 
money choice, but not once from 
the time Sammy Renick shot Sgt. 
Byrne away in front was Winooka, 
guided by his jockey, Edgar Britt, 
able to menace the leaders. 

From the start the winner and 
Flying Heels fougiut a dogged duel, 
taking almost stride for stride and 
within the last sixteenth of the 
mile, they were joined by Good 
Advice. Britt, riding more like a 
steeplechase jockey, swung his 
whip high and often,-but the in- 
vader from the Antipodes did not 
have the speed necessary to catch 
the American trio. 

Sgt. Byrne was the outsider in 
the betting at 7 to 2 to earn the 
sweepstakes purse of $2750. Flying 
Heels, winner of two of his three 
previous starts this year, was held 
at 13 to 5, while Good Advice was 
quoted at 16 to 5.

MILAN, Italy, Oct. 29.—Execu- 
tions in Italy, unless they are of a 
military character, are public. No 
hounding the authorities for “An- 
nie Oakleys,” no wheedling the 
Sheriff for one of the passes set 
sside for members of the press; 
here it is free, open to everyone. 


Capital punishment is carried out 
by a firing squad, and huge crowds 
often attend. 

Feeling bound by all the laws of 
curiosity and common sense to 
avail ourselves of so golden an op- 
portunity, we rose at 4 o’clock in 
the morning on Friday the 13th to 
see the execution of Cesare Servi- 
atti, barbaric killer whom the 
courts had condemned to death. In 


the market place of .La Spezia we 
found an ancient carriage, with the 
cabby huddled in a blanket, drows- 
ing on the box, and engaged this 
equipage to take us to the ancient 
Poligono Chiara Vecchia, near the 
little town of Sarzana. All along 
the road, in the darkness, we kept 
passing groups of people, and we 
arrived to find that 5000 persons 
already massed in solemn expect- 
ancy about a platoon of soldiers. It 
was cold. Dawn was just begin- 
ning to break. The crowd, which 
included men, women and children 
from every walk of life, was almost 
silent. The spectators moved rest- 
lessly, shuffling their feet to keep 
them warm, or talking in whispers. 
The soldiers fiddled nervously with 
their guns, waiting. The Marshal 
in chagge of them walked up and 
down, smoking furiously. The au- 
thorities had not yet begun/to ar- 
rive, 
Hearse and Coffin Ready._ 

We squeezed our way in, pa- 
tiently, to the ringside. Eight or 
10 yards from the platoon of sol-

dier that stood at the head of a 
cleared space, roped off and guard- 


ed by stony-faced carabinieri, or 
state police, who were kept busy 
holding back the morbidly curious 
that kept edging closer, an iron 
stool was fixed in the ground. Near 
it, railed off likewise from the 
crowd by the police cordon, was 
the hearse. A pine casket, painted 
black, had been unloaded and 
placed on the ground in readiness. 
In further preparation, the lid had 
been laid nearby, together with a 
screw driver and a little heap of 
screws. The driver of the hearse 
paced back and forth, hugging his 
leather jacket about him, avoiding 
the stares of. those who stood on 
the other side of the ropes. 

Suddenly, there was a murmur 
from the outskirts of the crowd, a 
falling back, a giving way at the 
orders of the police, to make room 
for the prison motors which rolled 
up ande-spilled out men. A little 
knot of persons, guards and au- 
thorities whose duty it is to\ wit- 
ness justice exacted by the state, 
concentrated about a central fig- 
ure. 

The Prisoner Arrives. 


Murmuring, the crowd fell back 
a step at the sight of the prisoner. 
A drooping, furtive, miserable 
wretch, bare-headed, wearing a 
white shirt, open at the throat, he 
was led forward by his guards. 
They all but supported him, for the 
courage which had aided him to 
cut up his victims and hide them 
in trunks had deserted him, and, 
cringing, he was dragged up to the 
stool. , 

It was well past 6 o’clock now 
The rising sun was flushing in the 
clear sky overhead, a few birds 
were waking and twittering, sleep 
ily, in the branches of the trees 
that surrounded the’ great open 
Poligono.

Chin Propped on Stick. 


But the prisoner before us cow- 
ered in fear as he was pushed onto 
the stool, as prison guards bound 
him, propped up his chin on a high 
forked stick stuck up in the ground, 
so that he should not collapse or 
turn aside. Two other figures 
stepped forward. One was a guard 
with a white bandage for the con- 
demned man’s eyes, the other the 
prison chaplain,’ whispering words 
of comfort. Who knows what he 
found to say to the fear-ridden but 
unrepentant being before him? 

We noted that the condemned 
man was placed with his back to 
the firing squad. This is the most 
ignoble in all the category of pun- 
ishments dealt out by the law. To 
be shot in the back is the death 
reserved for the vilest of offend- 
ers. 

The Execution. 


Meanwhile, the platoon had 
drawn up to attention; at a stacca- 
to order from the Marshal the 
front line knelt, guns at shoulders. 
The chaplain, making the sign of 
the cross for the last time, hastily 
withdrew. The crowd stvod, breath- 
less, tense, straining. The Mar- 
shal drew his sword, struck sharp- 
ly downward. A volley crackled in 
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the crisp morning air. Justice was 
done. 

Guards quickly looped the slump- 
ed figure from its bends. The legal 
formalities Were over in a twink- 
ling, the body placed in a coffin, 
the lid screwed down and loaded 
into a hearse. Escorted by the cara- 
binieri, with their impassive faces, 
the convoy moved off, slowly, som- 
berly, up the road, under the arch- 
ing trees where the birds were 
cheeping in the branches. ll 
around the crowd began to dissolve, 
noisily, tongues loosed now that the 
gods of justice had been appeased.

And 
you listen, with your sad heart 
sinking lower and lower. 

For what hope is there for you, 
in your wretchedness and bewilder- 
ment, if there is no God to hear 
your little prayer—no human love 
to stand by you through the long, 
dark night—no justice or honor to 
lean on in the great, cruel world? 
Yet, surely, these scoffing men and 
women with their brilliant minds 
must be right. 

But they’re not, my dear. Doubt- 
ing is no proof of a brilliant mind. 
It is merely the proof of a stupid, 
frightened mind. 

The best doubters in the world 
are savages. A Zulu doubts every- 
thing outside the narrow range of 
his own experience; scoffs at any- 
thing new.

T is not necessary to say 2 
| great deal about Joe Cook and 

“Hold Your Horses,” an enter- 
tainment which gets back to fir.t 
principles in musical shows, and 
which has reclaimed the old Wjnter 
Garden from the movies that have 
been in possession for some seven 
years or so. There is some sort of 
a story, also political, about a 
New York cab driver who is put up 
to run for Mayor because his party, 
sold out to the opposition, is look- 
ing for a man who cannot possibly 
win. But he does win and the fun 
swings around his campaigning and 
his induction into office. 


As always with any Cook enter- 
prise the play is strictly a one-man 
show, and when he is on the stage, 
as he is a good part of the time, 
everything is joyful. At the odd 
moments when he retires to catch 
his breath the entertainment lags, 
although Harriet Hoctor does pro- 
vide some beautiful ballet numbers. 
To give you an idea of how little 
attention has been paid to sur- 
rounding the very funny Mr. Cook 
with any genuine talent, outside, 
of course, of Miss Hoctor, attention 
may be called to the fact that the 
next high spot in the show is Jack 
Powell, a  black-face artist, who 
does things with drumsticks, and 
who has appeared, several times, 
with stage shows at the Fox and 
Ambassador theaters in St. Louis. 
He still goes over big, however, and 
is ‘rated a first-class attraction on 
Broadway. 


But Joe Cook, with his crazy 
mechanical contraptions, and his 
involved monologues, needs little 
help to carry “Hold Your Horses* 
at an amusing, if not highly, intel- 
lectual pace, 

This brings us to one of the three 
smash hits, measured by box office 
standards, of the year, “As Thou- 
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sands Cheer.” The other two are 
“Ah, Wilderness,” a fine. drama, 
and the rough and dirty but very 
funny comedy, “Sailor, Beware.” 

These two will be reviewed in next 
Sunday’s Post-Dispatch. Selling 
out at every performance, “As 
Thousands Cheer” is simply a suc- 
cession of sketches, technically 
known as Black Outs, not at all 
related nor. even hung together by 
any attempt at a plot. In between 
these travesties, which are un- 
usually clean and unusually funny, 
come some beautiful dances and 
some very average songs.
